Edward H. Clift Dead.

New York, November 6.—With Gov- 
ernor. Whitman and Samuel Seabury, 
republican and democratic candidates 
for governer, respectively, making final 
appeals to the voters of this city, the 
New York state campaign closed to- 
Right. The head of each state ticket 
joined his campaign managers in pro- 
fessing confidence in the outcome of 
the balloting.

The answer is filed subject to an ex- 
haustive demurrer, resting upon alleged 
fundamental legal principles, principal 
among which is that “the acts, charges, 
allegations and averments complained 
of were contained in regular pleadings 
filed in a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, which are and were pertinent to 
the relief sought and were sufficient to 
prevent a recovery by Hutcheson in the 
suit in which said pleadings were 
filed.”’ 

The demurrer charges Hutcheson’'s 
petition is scandalous, each allegation 
being impertinent and immaterial, and 
the conclusion of the pleader declares 
Hutcheson, without sufficient allega- 
tions of fact to support the same.

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THE USUAL ENDING. 

No matter, it seems, how sane, how solid 
nor how well established may be certain 
principles of human rights and law and 
justice, even the most fundamental of them 
are attacked from time to time, and the 
courts are as frequently called upon to 
reaffirm and sustain them. 

The most recent case in point had to do 
with an attempt to deny the inherent right 
of a speedy public trial by an impartial jury 
of the vicinage to the editor—manager of 
The New Orleans

course, the defendant newspaper has circu- 
lation, and was instrumental in having in- 
dictments found against the original defend- 
ants—in all, about <orty indictments in the 
various parishes. 

The defendants answered by affirming 
the truthfulness of—-and therefore, the non- 
existence of libel in—the charges in ques- 
tion, but they attacked ‘he bringing of in- 
dictments outside of the vicinage of the 
newsparer plant, whence the libel, if any, 
had issued. 

This brought the case down hard upon 
one of the oldest and most widely recog- 
nized fundamentals of jurisprudence; but, 
nevertheless, the judge of the district court 
overruled the pleas, which threw them up to 
the supreme court of the state for decision 
There, as was to be expected, the old, time- 
honored doctrine—that a defendant’s life or 
his liberty may be jeopardized only once 
for the same offense, and that any person 
accused of crime is entitled to a speedy trial 
by an impartial jury of his peers and among 
nis own people—unless the venue shall be 
changed for cause—was reaffirmed. But at 
that, the chief justice of the court dissented 
to the majority opinion! 

The whole case was dismissed and the 


defendants discharged, October 30. 
The thing about this case which makes 


it interesting to the public at large is not so 
much the rebuke it administers to the man- 
agement of the Louisiana hospital for the 
insane and to the lower courts of the state 
which subscribed themselves to this archaic 
attempt at multiplicity oc prosecutions for 
one accusation—nor the splendid tribute 
paid to The Times-Picayune in the result— 
but the fact that once more this old consti- 
tutional safeguard has been s0 emphatically 
reaffirmed. : 

Possibly—probably—efforts to override 
this’ firmly-grounded principle may be es- 
sayed by near-sighted litigants in the future 
just as they have been in the past, and un- 
doubtedly lawyers will be found who will 
take their cases, and perhaps inferior court 
judges who will sustain them; but the end 
will always be the same. 


THE PEACHTREE BATTLEFIELD. 

We ublish elsewhere on this page an 
interestirg communication from Thomas B. 
Felder, who—referring to the admirable 
article of Mrs. W. L. Peel, in Sunday's Con- 
stitution, urging the marking and beautify- 
ing of the historic batilefields around At- 
lanta—reminds us of the statement of Gov- 
ernor Ralston, of Indiana, emphasizing the 
importance of the plan so eloquently urged 
by Mrs. Peel. 

In proportion to the total number of fed- 
eral soldiers engaged Indiana was perhaps 
more largely represented in the battle of 
Peachtree Creek than in any other battle of 
the civil war. 

On this battleground Benjamin H. Harri- 
son, afterwards president of the United 
States, was brevetted as brigadier general 
for gallantry, and Walter Q. Gresham, after- 
wards secretary of state and justice of the 
supreme court, was shot through the thigh, 
bearing the wound through life. Many citi- 
zens of Indiana afterwards distinguished in 
the public life of that state were prominent 
participants in this battle. From year to 
year many Indiana visitors, former partici- 
pants in that historic battle, come to go 
over the battlefield, which is almost im- 
possible of access. 

Mr. Felder’s statement is borne out by 
the direct testimony of Governor Ralston, 
who several months ago wrote a letter to 
Chairman Winn, of the board of commission- 
ers of Fulton county, stating that if the 
county would open an avenue through this 
battlefield the valor of Indiana troops in 
that engagement would be adequately com- 
memorated by that state. Governor Ral- 
ston’s term of office expires on January 1, 
and with it bis authority to act. 

Acting upon his orfginal suggestion, the 
board of county commissioners asked for do- 
nations of a 100-foot right of way from 
Peachtree Road to the Howell Mill Road, 
and later on accepted deeds to what is now 
known as Peachtree Battle Avenue, which 
goes through or overlooks every inch of that 
historic battlefield. 

How important it is, therefore, that 
actual work should begin while Goveruior 
Ralston is still in position to take such steps 
as will bring similar action from. many 
other states. | 
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WALKER’S GOOD SERVICE. 

‘In giving freely of his time during the

A REASONABLE AMENDMENT.

counties to be allowed to supplement the 
present salary of $5,000 by an additional 
$2,000 to be paid by themselves, just as has 
been already done in Fulton county.

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Mrs. W. L. Peel’s Letter 
On Atlanta’s Battlefields 


Editor Constitution: I have. read with 
much pleasure, interest and appreciation the 
superb and instructive article written by 
Mrs. William Lawson Peel and reproduced 
in your Sunday’s issue under the caption 
“Historic Atlanta.” 

I am reminded by this article that At- 
lanta is likely to lose the $100,000 monu- 
ment referred to as having been officially 
Promised by Governor Ralston, of Indiana, 
to County Commissioner Tom Winn, unless 
the county commissioners proceed with all 
possible dispatch to meet the requirements 
of the governor, viz. work out Peachtree 
Battle avenue north of Peachtree road. This 


road traverses a section of the county that 
witnessed some ofthe fiercest and most san- 
guinary fighting of the war between the 
states for the capture of Atlanta, the,brunt 
of which was borne on the union sitie by 
soldiers of the state of Indiana officered 
by some of that state’s most illustrious 
sons. Among others might be mentioned 
General Benjamin H. Harrison, afterwards 
president of the United States; General Wal- 
ter Q. Gresham, afterwards secretary of 
state, who received a desperate wound on the 
bank of Peachtree creek. 

yovernor Ralston, about a year ago, asked 
if any progress had been made in working 
out this highway. Upon being told. that 
the work had not commenced he expressed 
the hope that this highway would be worked 
out before his term of office expired, as his 
successor might not feel the same interest 
in the matter that he felt. His term ex- 
Pires January 1 next. 

If the state of Indiana ts willing to spend 
this much money for the purposes stated, it 
stands to reason that other states whose 
sons participated in this battle would follow 
suit. 

lt is also true that thousands of tourists 
from the states that furnished the soldiers, 
whose deeds these monuments will commem- 
orate, would stop over in Atlanta to visit 
the scenes where the valor of their ances- 
tors was displayed. 

Is there any way to estimate in dollars 
and cents the value in the coming years of 
this highway to our city and county? Can 
anything be more important both to the city 
and county than to have this work com- 
menced and completed at the earliest possi- 
ble moment? ;

Prosperity and High Prices. 


(From The Christian Science Monitor.) 

The economic reasons for present high 
prices in the United States are axiomatic 
almost.to the point of triteness. But at the 
eisk of indulging in the obvious, and in view 
of some statements bearing on the subject 
recently made by the treasurer of the Unit- 
ed States, a restatement of a few of the 
causes of high prices may not be amiss. As 
a matter of fact, it is not the value of the 
article in ordinary use that has gone up; 
what has happ@ned ts that the purchasing 
power of the dollar has gone down. If the 
standard value of gold were today what it 
was two years ago, its purchasing power 
would be the same, and it would go just 
as far as it went two years ago in exchange 
for household supplies. But the gold stand- 
ard has been lowered, or the purchasing pow- 
of the gold dollar, which affects the purchas- 
ing power of all other dotlars, whether repre- 
sented by paper or by fractional currency, 
has declined, so that a larger part of it than 
formerly is necessary to buy a loaf of bread 
or a pound of sugar. 

The reason why gold is not sv valuable 
in the United States now as it was, say, two 
years ago, is that there is a great deal more 
of it on hand now than thers was then. This 
plentifulness of the yellow metal in the Unit- 
ed States may easily be explained by pvint- 
ing to the country’s extraordinary export 
trade, which brings in an tnprecedented 
quantity of gold. But other causes are op- 
erating. Pientifulness of money means ex- 
pansion of enterprise and plentifulness of 
work, This means, in. turn, a higher wage 
for the worker and a seemingly greater pur- 
chasing power for the worker's wife. but 
it also means higher cost of production. and 
the worker’s wife discovers, sooner or later, 
that while she has more ready money to 
spend, it does not go 60 far as formerly 
toward meeting the demands of her house- 
hold. 

Of course, if there is, as happens to be 
the case at present, a great demand for 
American products, natural 
tured, abroad, the prices of these govuds 
become stiffer at home. Many commodities 
that enter into the daily needs of the peo- 
ple, and are not affected by the export trade, 
or particularly so by the influx of gold, 
are advancing sympathetically with the mar- 
ket in general. It would be possible, if 
space permitted, to show that there is little 
or no excuse for advances .n a long list of 
articles, but the fact would still remain, 
speaking generally, that while prosperity 
has its advantages it also has its defects. 
Or, to put it in another way, economics are 
immovable on the proposition that what is 
commonly called prosperity is usually an ab- 
normal state of business exaltation from 
which there must be recovery before real 
prosperity prevails. Real prosperity is that 
condition springing from public stability and 
private solvency which makes for the com- 
fort of all. It means fair earnings on in- 
vested capital, and fair compensation for 
labor. Unreal, because impermanent, pros- 
perity is that based on inflation of values. 
Inflation is invariably followed by contrac- 
tion. Prices of commodities and of labor 
fixed at a level that can be maintained is 
the great desideratum.

Here excavators have 
discovered the remains of the great altar of 
Zeus Soter with its wonderful relief sculp- 
ture telling a running story of the struggle 
of the gods with the giant. rhis relief 
has been restored and taken to Berlin, where 
it is prized as one of the greatest archaelog- 
ical treasures of the German capital. : 

‘Pergamus, whose modern successor is a 
town about the same size as Aivali, owes its 
first impulse to greatness to Lysimachus, one 
of Alexander the Great's generals, who stored 
in the strong fort then existing on the acrop- 
olis, a part of his immense treasure.

The following vear he not only renew- 
ed this recommendation, but recom- 
mended that the poxtmasters of second 
class be included as well, but no action 
has ever been taken by congress on 
these recommendations. In this annual 
report for the fiscal year just ended he 
will not only renew his recommené€ation. 
for the legidlation mentioned, but will 
ask that it be extended to offices of the 
first elagvs as well. 

“TT am thoroughly in accord with the 
recommendations of the postmaster 
general and they have ny hearty ap- 
proval. You understand, however, that 
the classification of the position does 
not classify the incumbent and the per- 
son holding the position at the time 
it is classified will be subject to the 
same competitive test as others who 
may apply. When these positions are 
classified the postmaster general will 
he able to fill many of them by pro- 
motion from the clerical wrades, also 
by the promotion of postmasters who 
have demonstrated their ability from a 
smaller office to one of greater impor- 
tance.”

ON MEXICAN BORDER 


Antonio, Texas, November 6.-— 
Although in some instances nearly 
two thousand miles from home, many 
national guardsmen on the border will 
cast their vote for president tomorrow 
as usual. Troops in Texas who will 
vote include guardsmen from New 
York, Virginia, Minnesota, North and 
South Dakota, Wisconsin, Kansas and 
lowa. 

In some camps the election has been 
on for a week. The Virginia law pro-

Washington, November 6.—In what 
was said to be the first suit ever be- 
gun in the supreme court by a foreign 
nation against one of the United States, 
attorneys for Cuba today asked the su- 
preme court for leave to file a original 
petition against the state of North 
Carolina to secure payment of bonds 
| valued at $2,186,000 subscribed by 
' North Carolina to aid railroad construc- 
{ion in that state nearly fifty years ago. 
Payment, it was alleged, has been re- 
fused. 

The original jurisdiction of the su- 
preme court was invoked in the pro- 
ceedings today under the constitutional 
provision for initial proceedure in that 
court of suits between foreign states 
and the United States, but Cuba’s at- 
torneys stated that there is no record 
of any former suit by a foreign state 
against an individual state of the union. 

The bonds involved in the proceed- 
ings begun today were issued by North 
Carolina in subscriptions to aid con- 
struction of the Western North Caro- 
lina, Williamston and Tarboro, Wil- 
mington, Charlotte and Rutherford and 
Eastern railroads. 


Raleigh, N. C., November 6.—The 
bonds involved in the proceedings be- 
gun in the supreme court today by 
attorneys representing the Cuban gov- 
ernment in an effort to recover $2,185,- 
000 from the state of North Carolina 
were known as special tax bonds and 
were issued by the so-called “carpet- 
bag’ administrations in this state im- 
mediately after the civil war.

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WHEAT UP AGAIN 


FOR 6000 GAIN 


Difficulty Experienced in 
Canada Causes Advance of 
11-4 to 21-2 Cents—Mar- 
ket Closes Strong—Other 
Grains Up. 


Chicago, November 6.—Unsettied 
weather in Canada hampering thresh- 
ers and shippers led to an upturn in 
wheat prices today after an early de- 
cline due largely to Argentina rains. 
The market closed strong 1% to 2%%c 
net higher with December at $184% 
and May at $1.86%. Corn gained *% 
to %c, oats %c and provisions 12 to 
32c. 

It wa's not until the last half of the 
session that the bulls were enabled to 
obtain control of the wheat market. 
Previously the trade was under the in- 
fluence of advices telling f welcome 
supplies of moisture in southern Ar- 
gentina, the precise section where 
downpours would be of most benefit 
in offsetting the effects of drought. 
Another advantage for the bears here 
was the fact that speculative demand 
here was minimized on account of 
hesitancy about making new commit- 
ments just before a general holiday. 
Knowledge that the United States visi- 
ble supply still showed a tendency to 
increase counted likewise against the 
bulls. All these factors, however, were 
Subsequently put at a discount by 
new’s that the British government was 
buying on a large scale at Winnipeg 
as a result of prospective cutting 
down of receipts. 

Signs of improved export demand at 
the United States seaboard contribut- 
ed to the late strength in wheat. In 
this connection it was pointed out that 
world shipments were about 3,000,000 
bushels under last year’s and that the 
amount of wheat on ocean passage 
was also largely short of the corre- 
sponding total in 1915. 

Corn responded alike to the early 
weakness and the late firmness of 
wheat. Increasing receipts of corn 
were counterbalanced by fresh export 
sales. 

Oats swayed with other cereals. Bulls 
contended that the visible supply of 
oats had about reached the crest for 
this session. 

Higher quotations on hogs and corn 
sent provisions upgrade. Lard, espec- 
ially, was in demand.

SEA ISLAND COTTON 
BRINGS FANCY PRICE 


Valdosta, Ga., November 6.—(Special.)— 
Sea island cotton went to 44 cents a pound 
on the Valdosta market Saturday. This 
price means that an average bale of sea 
island, with its seed, is bringing $230, and 
with the keenest sort of bidding among 
the buyers. The market price for sea island 
is nearly 10 cents a pound higher than it has 
been in fifty years or since the civil war 
days. 

As a result, more money is in circulation 
throughout this section than was ever known 
before. It is believed that the sales here 
within the past sixty days have been great- 
er than the best twelve monts ever known 
before. The only trouble is the dealers can 
not get cars fast enough.

New York, November 6.—The cotton 
market was comparatively quiet today 
and fluctuations were irregular enough 
to indicate further evening ui) for over 
the election and the report of the census 
bureau on Wednesday. On the whole, 
however, the tone was steady, with 
January contracts selling up to 19.12 
in the late trading and closing 19.19. 
The general list closed very steady at 
a net advance of il to 18 points. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 10 to 12 points and the active 


months sold 14 to 16 points net higher 
shortly after the call in response to 
relatively firm cables. Private advices 
from Liverpool attributed the strength 
there to trade calling and continental 
buying, which had readily absorbed a 
little hedge selling and scattering liqut- 
dation. Reports of a better demand 
from India and China from Manchester 
were also a factor, and houses with 
Liverpool connections were good buyers 
here on the opening advance. 
Considerable realizing was encounter- 
ed, nowever, particularly from Wall 
street and western sources, and a ru- 
mor that a small American steamer had 
been sunk by a submarine seemed to 
cause some uneasiness during the mid- 
dle of the morning. January sold off 
from 19.09 to 18.98, and May from 19.36 
to 19.24, or back to within 3 or 4 points 
of Saturday's final figures.

Every Inch of Ground m St. 
_ Pierre Vaast Wood Was 
Danger Spot. 


With the French Army on the Somme 
Front, November 5.—(Via Chantilly. 
From a Staff Correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press.)—The battle today in 
the district between Sailiisel and St. 
Pierre Vaast wood was fought without 
the assistance of aeroplanes. The wind 
blowing 80 miles an hvuur prevented 
the planes from ascending and. conse- 
quently the artillery fire from a hun- 
dred German batteries, as well as from 
the French and British, was uncon- 
trolled aerially. Every inch of the 
battleground was a danger spot and the 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
and other correspondents were com- 
pelled to take shclter in a dugout. 

When the French infantry attacked a 
powerfully defended series of trenches 
with trench mortars and grenades they 
found a strong garrison, which in one 
part surrendered in a body with thelr 
officers, more thar 500 running at rac- 
ing pace into the French lines, and for 
two miles and a half to the rear, ac~- 
companied by only half a dozen French 
guards. It was a strange sight when 
they ran the gauntlet of the German 
barrage fire. 

St. Pierre-Vaast wood !s more than 
two kilometres square, with many po 
sitions enfillading each other, and 
proved a most difficult problem for the 
French. But French infantry finally 
rushed the place and held it with slight 
losses. The battle continued into the 
night. 


THANKSGIVING APPEAL 


FOR THE WAR SUFFERERS 


Long Branch, N. J., November 6.— 
President Wilson was asked today to 
include in his Thanksgiving day procla- 
mation an appeal to the people of the 
United States to give aid to Huropean 
war sufferers. The request was made 
by Ignace Paderewski, the pianist, and 
a delegation representing organizations 
interested in relief work in Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, Poland, Russia, Ar- 
menia, Syria and other countries.

ATROCITY STORY 


DENIED BY BRITAIN 


London Says Germany Is Try- 
ing to Get Excuse for Ruth- 
less Submarine Campaign. 


London, November 6.—The admiralty 
tonight in a puclished communique 
again denies it ever issued orders that 
survivors of German submarines need 
not be rescued. The communique states 
that the German press “is trying to 
make capital out of what they describe 
as a second Baralung case, possibly in 
order to incite American ocpinion against 
Great Britain or as a pretext for an 
unrestrained submarine campaign.” 

The communique cites the alleged 
facts of the case, showing that a Brit- 
ish auxiliary flying a neutral flag on 
September 24, 1914, approached a Ger- 
man submarine in the western channel 
engaged in sinking a British merchant- 
man. When within range the auxiliary 
hoisted a white ensign and fired on and 
sank the submarine and then rescued 
the crew of the merchantman from'‘thelir 
boats. When this was aone she also 
rescued two of the submarine’s crew 
who had climbed into a drifting boat. 

The communique claims that the use 
of a neutral flag was justifiable as 
shown by the German practice in the 
case of the Moewe and in other in- 
stances, and says that “nobody but a 
German could base an allegation of 
brutality on the lapse of a few minutes 
between the’rescue of Britishers and 
Germans.” 

As described by the German admiral- 
ty, the submarine was engaged in the 
examination of a steamer in the neigh- 
borhood of the Scilly islands, apparent- 
ly an imnocent merchantman flying the 
American flag. The steamer, accord- 
ing to this account ostens'bly prepared
